Boston, Nov. 17.— The Rev. Mr. mony 
\oung missionary, lately returned from China, 
where he has been laboring for ten years, 
spoke in the Broomfield-street church, last 
evenicg, giving an account of matters con- 
nected with the Methodist mission work in 
that country. After describing some diffical- 
ties attending the missionary work, he said 
there were no converts during the first two 
years, but there are now nearly two thousand 
active Christians, and amoug them many min- 
isters and lay preachers, who sometimes en- 
dure untold persecutions. The Methodists 
have three princi mission stations, th. 
largest of them at Fooconow. 

The missionaries in China look upon the 
Burliogame mission in a different light from 
that in which it is viewed by most people in 
this country.

The course pursued of late by the Chi-

The Secret Treaty. 

Many circumstances lend probability to 
the theory of a secret treaty between Rus- 
sia and Prussia, which is now exciting 
Europe. ALEXANDER is King WILLiAm’s 
nephew, and ALEXANDER’s wife was the 
Grand Duchess of Hesse Darmstadt, an- 
other relative. German diplomacy has 
always played the card of royal family 
alliance with great industry and shrewd- 
ness, and the strong personal interest ta- 
ken by the courts of England and Russia 
in the aggrandizement of the Prussian 
monarchy has been patent from the begin- 
ning. It personal government existed in 
Epgland as in Russia, the former would 
probably have been a party to this treaty. 
As it 1s, royal influence in England has 
done all it could for King WILLIAM and 
Victoria’s son-in-law, the Crown Prince. 

Russia has been the friend and backer of 
King WIIIIaX in all the enterprises by 
which he has so rapidly appropgiated the 
power of Germany. As soon as he became 
strong enough to dismember France and 
plunge her into the throes of anarchy, 
Russia undertook to neutralize other na- 
tions by threats; and succeeded. Now 
tbat King WILIA is in a situation to 
leave France dismembered, dismantled, 
exhausted by war ahd rent by internal 
feuds, Russia comes in for ber share of 
plénder, and the two giants, uncle and 
nephew, are in a fair way to parcel out 
Europe according to their own sweet 
wills. 

If Austria enters into a coalition with 
England, Turkey and Italy she must soon 
lose her German provinces to King 
WILLIX; for the latter can easily neu- 
tralize France, and, by joining Russia, 
wipe out all the rest of Europe ii they 
choose, England in such a war withouta 
German ora French alliance would cut a 
poorer figure than she ever before made. 
Austria now can hardly harmonize the 
German section with the Sclavic section 
of her realm, and a war with Prussia 
might produce a Teutonic secession that 
would reduce her toa mere Hungarian 
monarchy. 

This situation is so favorable to the ex- 
tortion of Russia’s demands and has been 
brought about so manifestly by her con- 
sent and aid, that it will take something |, 
more than Rraémanck’s denial to throw 
doubt upon the theory of a secret treaty. 
Russia cared tor Frapce only of all the 
guarantors of the treaty of 1856, and, so 
long as King WILIA plays into the hand 
of Russia, as he is now doing, it devolves 
upon him by unmistakable acts to dis- 
prove his partnership in the supposed 
plot. A little time will — suffice to 
show whether ALEXANDER and his 
uncle have made arrangements to divide 
Europe between them. If they have 
it Will be the most powerful combination 
that was ever made for the demolition of 
nationalities and the plunder of the world. 
And what power is. in a situation to op- 
pose it? Spain and France are paralyzed 
by their domestic situation. England has 
no army. Halt of Austria is Prussian al- 
ready. Italy and Turkey are too feeble to 
keep the field alone. Nothing can save 
Europe but the consolidation of France 
and the success of her arms unless King 
WILIA is guiltless oi the secret treaty.

The Colored Vote in Missouri. 

The. fact that B. Gratz Brown was 
saved from defeat by Democratic votes 
against the united opposition of the negro 
vote in Missouri is a bad story to tell on 
the colored folks, but it is a true one. Mr. 
Brown and many of those Republicans 
who stood by him in the late race were 
emancipationists when Missouri was a 
slave State and when Drake and other 
leaders of the McClurg faction were pro- 
slavery men. The latter, as Republicans, 
stood out against negro enfranchisement 
long after the semtiment of the party else- 
where sanctioned it, and they deprived 
the negro of suffrage and kept him so de- 
prived in Missouri until the Fifteenth 
amendment took the question out of their 
hands, just as they bad been pro-slavery 
till others freed the slaves. During all this
